(PPS) account in a telecommunication system, the method comprising the steps of: 

establishing a credit balance in said PPS account; and 

linking a at l oast on e supplementary service to said PPS account , wherein a fee 
for sa id at l e ast on e supplementary service is charged to said PPS account one time, 
weekly, monthly, quarterly or annually oithor da il y, we e kly or monthly to said PPS 
account and includes said supplementary service including at least one of call 
forwarding, call waiting, call blocking and caller ID. , whoroin a tariff tab l o for said at 
lo aot one supp l ementary s e rv i ce included a rato comprising a per i odic charg e 
O G G oeiatod with a predot o rmin e d t i m o per i od;

app l ying sa i d associated por i od i c charg e to said PPS account . 

2. (Currently Amended) The method as set forth in Claim 1, wherein 
linking said at l oast one supplementary service to said subscriber account further 
comprises linking said PPS account to a supplementary service sub-account and a call- 
event sub-account. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method as set forth in Claim 1, wherein 
applying said fee p e r i od i c charg e to said PPS account further comprises applying said 
fee poriodic charg e to said supplementary service sub-account. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method as set forth in Claim 1, further 
comprising the step of transmitting an initial signal from a node managing the PPS 
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account to a node for applying rate charging analysis for starting a timer upon activation 
of said supplementary service sub-account. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in Claim 1 further 
comprising the steps of: 

utilizing a timing function for measuring said predetermined time period; and 
sending a second signal subsequent to said initial signal wherein said second 
signal indicates the end of said predetermined time period. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method as set forth in Claim 5 further 
comprising the steps of: 

detecting said initial signal; 
detecting said second signal; and 

d e t e rmining that sa i d prodotorm i n e d t i m e period has pacood, wh o ro i n said 
d e t e rm i n e d tim e p e r i od i s on e of a day, a w ee k or a month; and 

generating a call data record associated with said supplementary service, 
according to said tariff table, for application to said PPS account. 

7. (Original) The method as set forth in Claim 6, further comprising the 
step of applying said call data record to said PPS account. 

8. (Original) The method as set forth in Claim 7, further comprising the 
step of linking said supplementary services to said prepaid subscriber account wherein 
said prepaid subscriber account is stored on a home location register. 

9. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for managing a prepaid 
subscriber (PPS) account in a wireless telecommunication system, comprising: 

a prepaid administration system coupled with said prepaid subscriber account; 
a means for charging and reducing funds in said prepaid subscriber account; 
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a database in a node of said wireless telecommunication system for storing tariff 
information associated with said prepaid subscriber account wherein said tariff 
information comprises: 

a first value for call events; and 

a second value for fees p e riod i c charg e s related to a supplementary 
service sub-account, said sub-account including at least wherein — saM 
suppl e m e ntary s e rvic e sub account includes one of a call forwarding service, a 
call waiting service, a call blocking service and a caller id service and the periodic 
charge is applied either one time da i ly, weekly , monthly, quarterly or annually er- 
month l y, to said PPS account a«4; 

a timer for determining a time period corresponding r e lat e d to said fee p e riod i c 
charg e s for said supplementary service sub-account wherein [[is]] the time period is 
determined separately from said call events; and 

means for generating a call data record associated with said time period for 
application to said PPS account. 

10. (Previously Presented) The apparatus as set forth in Claim 9, wherein 
said PPS account comprises the supplementary service sub-account and a call-event 
sub-account. 

11. (Currently Amended) The apparatus as set forth in Claim 9, further 
comprising a means for applying said fee p e r i odic charg e o said supplementary service 
sub-account. 

12. (Previously Presented) The apparatus as set forth in Claim 9 further 
comprising a signal generating means for generating an initial signal for starting a timer 
upon activation of said supplementary service sub-account. 

13. (Currently Amended) The apparatus as set forth in Claim 12 further 
comprising: 
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a timing function for measuring said predetermined time period; and 
detection means for detecting said initial signal and a second signal that 
corresponds with the end of said predetermined time period, wherein said 
predetermined time period is one of a davr a week , a month, a quarter or a year, e^a 
mont h 

14. (Original) The apparatus as set forth in Claim 13, further comprising 
means for generating a call data record associated with said supplementary service, 
according to said tariff table, for application to said PPS account. 

15. (Original) The apparatus as set forth in Claim 13, further comprising 
means for applying said call data record to said prepaid subscriber account. 

16. (Currently Amended) A node for managing a prepaid subscriber 
(PPS) account in a telecommunication system, the node comprising: 

means for establishing a credit balance in said PPS account; 

service switching function for linking a at l east on e supplementary service to said 
PPS account , wherein a fee for said supplementary service is charged periodically to 
said PPS account, wherein the fee is applied weekly, monthly, quarterly or annually, 
said supplementary service including at least o i thor dai l y, wooklv or month l y, to said 
PPS account includ e s one of a call forwarding service, a call waiting service a call 
blocking service and a caller ID service, to sa i d subscr i b e r account whore i n a tariff tab l o 
for said at l e ast one supp l em e ntary s e rv i c e i nclud e s a rat e compr i s i ng a p e riodic call 
data r e cord associat e d with a pr e d e t e rm i n e d tim e p e r i od ; 

a timer means for determining that a sai4 predetermined time period associated 
with said supplementary service is complete; and 

means for applying said fee associat e d p e r i od i c charg e to said PPS account. 

17. (Currently Amended) The node as set forth in Claim 16 wherein 
means for linking said at le ast on e supplementary service to said PPS subscrib e r
